U. S. APOLOGIZES TO GERMANY 


PRESIDENT WARNS 
COURT DECISIONS 


Says Economic Freedom for 


the Middle Class Will 


Not Wait. 


WASHINGTON. <.-V>. 
President I 


Roosevelt's 
warning 
that deci- 


sions by the present supreme court 
endanger 
democracy 
intensified 


the dispute over his judiciary pro- 
gram and virtually dispelled hopes 
for 
compromise. 
Congressional 


leaders viewed his determination 
to carry the issue to the people 
as heralding an historic struggle 
to reorganize the court, 
not be- 


cause of its burdens, but frankly 
to encourage interpretations of the 
constitution more in accord with 
the administration objectives. 


Addressing 
the 
$100-a-plate 


democratic 
"victory 
dinner" the 


president declared sharply: 
"Eco- 


nomic 
freedom 
for 
the 
wage 


earner and the farmer and the 
small business man will not wait, 
like emancipation, for 40 years. 


"It will not wait for four years. 


It will not wait at all." 


With an obvious reference to 


the "dictator" charges hurled by 
his enemies, he disclaimed any in- 
tent to seek a third term in office. 
And he struck again at the tri- 
bunal's majority with the accusa- 
tion that some justices were let- 
ting .their own economic 
beliefs 


control their decisions. 


He said it pleased the "personal 


economic predilections of a ma- 
jority of the court that we live in 
a nation where there is no legal 
power anywhere to deal with its 
most difficult practical problems 
—a no man's land of final futil- 
ity." 


Mr. Roosevelt recited the new 


deal's effort to deal with the farm 
problem by the agricultural ad- 
justment administration, and of 
the effort to improve labor condi- 
tions thru the NRA. 
After each 


reference he asserted: "You know 
who assumed the power to veto, 
and did veto that program." 


Again and again, he emphasized 


In short, emphatic sentences that 
the conditions which his adminis- 
tration seeks to correct by legis- 
lation are conditions that exist 
"now." 
"If we would keep faith 


with those who had faith in us. 
If we would make democracy suc- 
ceed, I say we must act—now." 


The democratic party, he con- 


tinued, will remain the majority 
party only if it solves "the press- 
ing problems that perplex 
our

mise sentiment along 50-50 lines.

is a deference, his bill perhaps will 
receive the call.

nothing left but 
social 
security 


worries, they called it a day and 
a week. 
The blackboard section 


devoted to bills on general file was 
swiped clean except as to pass- 
overs. It was an unusual accom- 
plishment at this period of any 
legislative session to reach down 
to the last bill and wipe it off. 
Standing committees must do a 
better job of feeding if legislative 
laborers are to find work worthy 
of their hire. 
Frank J. 
Brady, 
republican, 


chairman of the 
appropriations 


committee, took it upon himself 
to prove the governor's social se- 
curity case by submitting1 sworn 
figures disbursed from state as- 
sistance funds, exclusive of direct 
relief, during October, November 
and December of 1936. 


Finds It Ample. 


Senator Brady, in his presenta- 


tion, explained that the 
figures 


themselves show that the 
gov- 


ernor's proposed social 
security 


program 
should 
provide 
ample 


funds, with direct 
relief 
elimi- 


nated. His showing was that dur- 
ing the three months in question 
there was expended SI.522,182.98, 
not counting direct relief. 
Those 


three months, he assumed, may 
properly be classified as peak-load 
period. 
Using that total as quar- 


terly basis he arrived at. a 12- 
months total of $6,088,731.92 or 
$12,177,463 for the biennium. 
The governor asked for $12,500,- 


000 for the biennium, state funds, 
on the following allocation, taking 
into account but four-tenths of the 
gas tax cent for security: head 
tax, $1,000,000; liquor tax, 51,500,- 
000; gas tax, $1,050,000, a total 
of $3,550,000 for one year and 
$7,100,000 for the biennium. Fed- 
eral fund matching 
extends 
the 


total to approximately 13 1-2 mil- 
lion, Brady disclosed that this is 
considerably in excess of the $12,- 
177,463 estimated as spent, not in- 
cluding direct relief, for the bien- 
nium. Brady said that he has re- 
quested and will submit Monday

Supreme Court Holds Par- 


ents Are Residents of 


School District. 


In two 
cases, 
one from Hall 


county 
and 
one from 
Dakota 


county, the 
supreme court held 


unanimously Friday that parents 
of children of school age occupying 
lands in the farmstead or resettle- 
ment projects in these counties are 
residents of the public school dis- 
trict in which those lands are sit- 
uated, and that their children are 
entitled to common school privi- 
leges without payment of tuition. 
Judge Rose wrote the opinions. 


Ten families residing on an 80 


acre tract in Hall county enjoined 
the school board from preventing 
their children attending school un- j 
less upon payment of tuition. Kach I 
family has 7.2 acres, the remainder 
of the tract beins' occupied by a i 
community hall and a canning fac- [ 
tory 
building. 
All 
came 
from ! 


families 
on relief rolls. The gov- ' 


ernment bought the land, built the 
houses, barns, 
and 
supplied the 


furniture, a cow. pips and chick- 
ens, with the obligation resting on 
the occupant to repay the loans. 
Temporary occupancy was under a 
short term 
lease requiring rent, 


but with the conditional privilege 
of purchase on small payments for 
a 
period of 
years.

BLUM LIFTS BAN ON 
DOMESTIC GOLDTRnDE 


Promises Drastic Cuts of 


Expenditures and Urges 


Loan Supported. 


PARIS. (.*>>. Premier Blum's so- 


cialist government bolstered un- 
certain French finances by lift- 
ing the ban on domestic gold trad- 
ing, efefctive Monday, 
promised 


drastic curtailment of public ex- 
penditures 
and 
urged 
"every 


Frenchman" to support a new na- 
tional defense loan—"the only one 
which the treasury will insist dur- 
ing the course of the year." 


The loan will contain a clause 


giving subscribers the option of 
being repaid either in francs, dol- 
lars or pounds, it was announced 
later, in the expectation of attract- 
ing British and American as well 
as French money. 


To revive 
confidence, parlia- 


mentary circles said, the govern- 
men necessarily must 
peg 
the 


franc, at least unofficially. 


Financial circles expected the 


Bank of France, with the backing 
of the treasury and under the tri- 
partite agreement among France, 
Great 
Britain 
and the 
United 


States, to keep the franc to 21.50 
to the dollar, approximately the 
present market price. 


Parliamentary circles thought it 


more 
probable

"I cannot tell 
you with complete candor that in 
the past few years democracy In 
the United States ha* fully suc- 
ceeded. Nor can I tell you, under 
present circumstances, Just where 
American democracy is headed, 
nor Just what it Is permitted to do 
in order to insure its continued 
success and survival." 


Mr. Roosevelt maintained his

that no one could be dictator in 
a land "aa peaceful as ours in 
spirit," she was misjudging the 
opportunities for incipient dicta- 
tors. It is not the peaceful spirit 
of the land that will prevent a 
dictatorship. 
For the potential 


dictator, even tho he reside in 
a peaceful land, is not himself 
peaceful in spirit and he knows 
where he can muster up kindred 
spirits. The spirit of the land has 
little to do with the situation, once 
the groundwork for dictatorship is 
laid. Properly provoked the peace- 
ful spirit is usually ready to fly 
out of the window. 


Mussolini, apparently 
irritated 


by the never dying gossip to the 
effect that Balbo has been exiled 
In Libya, intends to visit that 
colony. Mussolini !s not much of 
a ruler to leave his native country. 
He has all he can do to keep his 
hands on affairs at home. But 
he has conceived the strange idea 
that a visit to Libya will set at 
rest the idea that Balbo, the gov- 
ernor, is in effect an exile there. 
Mussolini's

is 
working 


queerly in this affair. 
He could 


cave himself a trip and still set 
rumors at rest by recalling Balbo 
to Rome.

That sterling patriot, Hamilton 


Fish, is much upset about the 
world arms race. 
He is anxious 


for another arms conference in

spoke, but his word* were panicky. 
With seriousness he hinted at a 
possible ending of our form of gov- 
ernment. His words certainly were 
not warranted by the situation, by 
conditions that confront the coun- 
try. Tolerance in dealing with the 
people, wisdom in the administra- 
tion of law, attention of the de- 
partments of government to their 
own exclusive 
and 
unquestioned 


domains, should help much in solv- 
ing a situation in which the ad- 
ministration seemingly disagrees 
with the people and In which he 
is trying with all his power to 
force his will upon the people. 


In his address Mr. Roosevelt re- 


ferred to the attitude of the su- 
preme court. He had no complaint 
as to congress and had no doubts 
concerning the executive depart- 
ment of government. But the su- 
preme 
c«urt haa gone 
along 


calmly, as It has during all the 
years of this government, attend- 
ing to ita duties, keeping within 
Its own field, interpreting the con- 
stitution, 
frequently 
doing 
BO 


unanimously. 
Mr: Roosevelt, as 


chief executive, long ago took over 
congress, an arm of government 
that supinely bows to his will. 
Only the supreme court Is left 
between himself and his object of 
forcing his will upon the nation. 


The supreme court Interprets the 


constitution 
as that Instrument 


now stand* and in the light of its 
own intelligence. It has not, so far 
at least, bowed to executive de- 
mand, to implied threats nor to 
political pressure. 


Mr. Roosevelt wants to reform 


the court. He calls it "unpacking." 
Those who do not agree with Mr. 
Roosevelt, who have a* much in- 
terest in this nation as ha* the 
president, say that Mr. Roosevelt 
want* to pack the court. There is 
quibbling over words. What Mr. 
Roosevelt wants, a want he has 
made plain, is a court that will in- 
terpret the constitution in such a 
way that new deal legislation, his 
ideas, may be declared constitu- 
tional, regardless of the constitu- 
tion itself.) 


The constitution provides the 


way by which it may be changed 
and amended. That Is the orderly 
way. Mr. Roosevelt doesn't accept 
the constitutional way. His party 
platform, on which he was nomin- 
ated and elected, pledged that If 
government problems could not be 
effectively met under the constitu- 
tion that the party would seek 
"clarifying amendments" in the 
constitutional way. Has the presi- 
dent forgotten 
another platform 


pledge ? There have been proposals 
to amend the constitution. Mr. 
Roosevelt indicates that the lawful 
way of approaching results is too 
slow. He wants speed—high speed 
of the Roosevelt sort—a kind of 
speed that has kept the country in 
turmoil and has retarded recovery 
for four years. 


Democracy is not failing in this 


other newspapers, sent out similar 
news, altho no quotation marks 
were used and the president was 
not quoted even indirectly.

that Mr. Mallon had secured that 
information from members of con- 
gress and ethers who had had re- 
cent conferences with the presi- 
dent.

self declares that fascism 'is an 
education for war.' He tells us it 
Is the tendency to empire, that is, 
to expansion. Hitler has written 
that peace will be 'established by 
the victorious sword of a master 
nation which leads the world to 
serve a higher culture.' He is bra- 
zen enough to Insist that if we 
wish peace there is one way to get 
it, namely, 'Anyone who really de- 
sires from his heart the victory of 
the pacifist idea in the world 
should support by every means the 
conquest of the world "by the Ger- 
mans.' In Mein 
Kampf 
Hitler 
says, 'Either the world will be 
governed by the ideology of de- 
mocracy, in which case every is- 
sue will be decided in favor of the 
numerically stronger races; or it 
will be ruled by the laws of force, 
when the peoples of brutal deter- 
mination, not those that show self 
restraint, will triumph.' 


"In October, 1930, Mussolini de- 


clared, 'The struggle between two 
worlds can permit no compromise 
. . . either we or they! 
Either 
their ideas or ours! Either our 
state or theirs!'

To show there is nothing tricky 
about it, let us assume as accepted 
that the average adult needs 30 
units of vitamin B for each 100 
calories of food, or if the average 
day's intake of food is 2,750 cal- 
ories the daily requirement of vita- 
min B would be approximately 825 
units. 
The British army ration 


yields 4,000 calories and 700 to 800 
units of vitamin B. This has been 
found sufficient to protect British 
soldiers against beriberi in

300 units of vitamin B. One ounce 
of plain wheat contains 60 units 
of vitamin B. One ounce of pas- 
teurized dried brewers yeast con- 
tains 1,000 to 1,200 units of vita- 
min B.

How to Roast Lamb. 


There is no guess work abou 
roasting lamb at all, these days 
with the oven control to keep the 
oven temperature low (300-350 de 
grees F.) and the roastrneat ther 
mometer to indicate doneness. In 
most cases, a leg of lamb requires 
from 30 to 35 minutes per pound 
for roasting at the low tempera- 
ture indicated. Searing a roast of 
lamb at a high temperature, has 
gone into the discard along with 
high temperatures. 
It has been 


found that searing does not seal 
in juices, and consequently, is re- 
garded as a useless bother. 
So 


now, simply put the leg of lamb, 
cut side up, skin side down, on a 
rack in an open roasting pan, and 
let it roast at a low temperature 
until done. Even a fancy roaster 
is not needed, 
since 
:covers for 
roasts are gone to stay.

He pointed to a provision 
requiring a vote of 5 to 2 from the 
supreme court to render void an 
act of the legislature, and spoke of 
the last great change from a two 
house to a one 
chamber

lature. A pioneer in changing its 
constitution, Nebraska had often 
experimented, he said. 


Cochran gave 
Senator Norris 


and other students of government 
not named credit for 
launching 


the one chamber legislature. 


"It is a daring change in legis- 


lative procedure from two houses 
of a combined membership of 133 
elected on a political ballot, to a 
one house legislature of 43 mem- 
bers 
elected 
on a non-political 


baloon," said Cochran. "This new 
legislative procedure has been in 
effect but two months. It is too 
early to attempt to evaluate the 
merit of the unicameral system in 
our »tate. It does, however, 
show 


the willingness of our 
people to 


experiment. 
It 
climaxes 
the 


changes in our constitution 
and 


laws which have been made during 
the past 70 y»ars in order to keep 
pace with changing conditions and 
changing needs. We have made 
changes which appeared at the 
time to be daring and fraught with 
danger. The proof of the pudding 
is always in the eating and the 
fact that Nebraska has no bonded 
indebtedness and no new forms of 
taxes such as a general salea tax 
or an income tax is indicicative of 
the wisdom of following a polifiy 
of making government responsive 
to changed conditions. 


"The experience of Nebraska in 


making marked changes in gov- 
ernmental precedure to meet new 
needs has no doubt been dupli- 
cated, at least in part, in other 
states. 


"Viewing our national constitu- 


tion, we liave seen in recent weeks 
one of the sharpest controversies 
which has arisen in many years 
I do not desire to offend the sen- 
sibilities of anyone present 
here 


this evening. I know the issue of 
the judiciary is one which provokes 
mingled 
emotions 
among 
all 


classes 
in 
America. Naturally 


these emotions differ and opinions 
vary. Age is a question of view- 
point, perhaps of climate. In Ne- 


act may be declared invalid save 
by a 5 to 2 vote of the supreme 
court of seven members. We have 
our three branches of government 
which have to do with legislation. 
It takes a two-thirds vote in our

veto. Certainly would it not seem

apply to the judiciary? 
-I rember the dire warnings that 


we Issued when our new state con- | 
stitution was under consideration. 
No section of this constitution was 
subjected to fire as was the pro- 
vision for a 5 to 2 vote on the part 
of the judiciary for declaring a 
,egislative act unconstitutional and 
may I say to you that within my 
state some of those prophets, now 
most vocal in their 
indictment 


of proposals for judical reform, 
were the same prophets who were 
convinced 17 years ago that justice 
was in grave danger in our own 
state because of the contemplated 
change in judicial decisions. Such 
has been the history of any major 
change in governmental procedure. 


"I am certain that under the ad- 


venture of government in the con- 
stant effort to 
perpetuate 
that 


which is fundamental, in the at- 
tempt to readjust institutions to 
changing needs we should at this 
time maintain an open mind."

Source of Disease* 


Do you know that many diseases 


can be traced to dirty and con- 
taminated hands ? Our hands come 
In contact with dust, dirt and germ- 
laden objects. 
It Is very simple 


(or those soiled hands to carry 
perms to nose or mouth. 


This danger is a menace particu- 


larly to children who play in dirt 
tnd are very likely to carry germs 
to their mouths. Germs of disease 
which may be harmless to the 
idult are sometimes very '!anger- 
3us to the young child. 
• All the health authorities agree 
that clean hands help to prevent 
colds. It is the opinion of all spe- 
cialists that soap and water, Ipts of 
soap and water, are among the best 
of weapons in the t ttle against 
ooluS and influenza. 


The germs of disease are often 


breathed upon you, sneezed upon 
you or otherwise transmitted to you 
by one who harbors them. 
The 


germs may be left with you after 
ihaking a germ-laden hand. 


Frequent Washing 


Avoid the use of a common towel, 


drinking cup or other utensil, be- 
cause it may be contaminated by 
dangerous germs. Guard yourself 
by the practice of careful personal 
hygiene. 


Too much cannot be said about 


the importance of frequent hand 
washing. 
This should always b« 


done before eating or handling food. 
But let me point out that it is not 
enough merely to dip the hands into 


,' the water. 
Actually to clean the 


hands, it is necessary to scrub them 
in warm water, using an abundance 
of soap. A nail brush should be 
Vised, if necessary, to remove the 


• grime from around the nail. 


Children should be taught at an 


early age the importance of clean 
hands. 
Routine instruction in this 


hygienic habit is sure to help in 
preventing the so-called childhood 
diseases.

W A S H I N G T O N . OS 
1*. On thla 
fourth of March, 1M7, to million* 
of homes, the thought* of American 
families are reverting to the March 
4th of another year. Thai day in 
1933 
represented the death of one 
era and the birth of another. 
At 
that time we faced and met a grave 
national crisis. 
Now we face an- 
other crisis—of a different kind but 
fundamentally even more grave than 
that of four years ago. 
Tonight 1 want to begin with you 
« discussion of that crisis. I shall 
continue that discussion on Tues- 
day night in a nation wide broad- 
cast and thereafter, from time to 
time, as may be necessary. For I 
propose 
to 
follow my custom of 
speaking frankly to the nation con- 
cerning our common problems. I' 
speak at this victory dinner not only I 
as the head ot tne democratic party 
but as the representative of all 
Americans who have faith in politi- i 
cal and economic democracy.

Our victory was not sectional. It, 
did not come from compromises and i 
bargains. 
It was the voice of 27 j 
million voters—from every part of ; 
the land. 
The democratic party,.

Modern science knows how 
to protect our land and our people 
from the recurrence of such catas- 
trophes, and knows how to produce 
as a by product the blessing of 
cheaper electric power. With the 
Tennessee valley authority we made 
a beginning of that kind of protec- 
tion on an intelligent regional basis. 
With only two of its nine projected 
dams completed there was no flood 
damage in the valley of the Ten- 
nessee this winter. 
But how can we confidently com- 


plete that Tennessee valley project 
or extend the idea to the Ohio and 
other valleys while the lowest courts 
have not hesitated to paralyze its 
operations by sweeping injunctions? 
The Ohio river and the dust bowl 
are not conversant with the habits 
of the interstate commerce clause.

FIRST TRUST MAKES 


REPORT AS TRUSTEE 


Informs Court $7,313,252 of 


Lincoln Trust Loans 


Liquidated. 


In a report to the judges of the 


district court Friday by the First 
Trust company, as successor trus- 
tee o fthe Lincoln Trust company I 
and Lincoln Safe Deposit company, 
bankrupt, the trustee reports that 
o fthe face amount of loans turned 
over to them on July 21, 1932 for 
liquidation, amounting to $16,738,- 
401.73, 
$7.313.25251. 
has 
been 


liquidated. This lea\es a balance 
of $9,4ir>,249.22. 
Despite the fact that a major 
portion of the state again suffered 
a very severe drouth, the report 
states, the trustee was able to ef- 
fect a larger liquidation both from 
the dollar standpoint and in per- 
centage than in the year of 1935. 
The past year the liquidation from 
all sources was $1,655.522 92 com- 
pared to $1.608,792.12 in 1935. The 
original number 
of 
loans 
was 
1,632. Of this number 883 have 
been liquidated leaving 749 still in 
the trusts. 
During 1934, the trustee liqui- 
dated thru government agencies, 
the HOLC and Federal Farm Mort- 
gage 
corporation, 
$690,000; 
in 
1935, $600,000, and in 1936 $245,- 
529.22. Of the 749 loans m the 
trust totaling $9,415,24922, 235 of 
these cases are represented by ac- 
tive loans totaling- $3,398,612.55. 
There remain 130 loans in fore- 
closure totaling $1,754,631.55, and 
346 cases represent real estate car- 
ried at the face value of original 
loans of $3.927,004.72. In addition 
theer are 38 cases 
for a 
face 
amount of $334,950, where title re- 
mains in L. A. Ricketts, trustee in 
bankruptcy. 


On the percentage basis, 36 1 
percent of the 
loans are active 
loans, 18.6 percent loans in various 
stages of foreclosure, and real es- 
tate in which title is held by the 
successor trustee for benefit of 
the bondholders 41.7 percent, with 
3.0 percent being properties in 
which title is still held by the trus- 
tee in bankruptcy. 


There wa san increase in the 
sale of real estate during the past 
year but this was not in keeping, 
the report says, with the trustee's 
original planned program. On ac- 
count of the drouth and other con- 
ditions the trustee was unable to 
dispose of any substantial volume 
of either city or farm real estate. 
It was the opinion of the trus- 


tee that there would be no sub- 
stantial liquidation from real 'es- 
tate unti Ithe state produces at 
least a fair crop and obtains reas- 
onable prices 
therefor. 
Further 
liquidation this year will deepnd 
upon conditions in the agricultural 
communities. 
The
